MILWAUKEE, Aug. 1 (AP)— 
A federal grand jury today in- 
dicted the American Optical As- 
sociation, two of the nation’s 
largest optical firms and two 
executive officers of the compa- 
nies on charges of price fixing 
and conspiracy to monopolize. 

Arraignment was set for Sept. 
1! in United States District 
Court in Milwaukee. 

The indictment, returned in 
United States District Court for 
the eastern district of Wisconsin, 
names the American Optical As- 
sociation, a voluntary association 
organized under the laws of Mas- 
sachusetts; the American Optical 
Co., ‘wewholly owned subsidiary 
of the association; Bausch & 
Lomb Inc. of New York. 

It also names Victor D. Kniss 
of Southbridge, Mass., executive 
vice president of the defendant 
American Optical Co. and a trus- 
tee of the association, and Alton 
K. Marsters, Rochester, N.Y., 
vice president of Bausch & 
Lomb Inc 

Started in January. 

The grand “jury, which has 
been taking ‘testimony in the 
case since January, alleges that 
“for many years past and con- 
tinuing to the date of the re- 
turn of this indictment, the de- 
fendants have engaged in a con- 
tinuing conspiracy of unreason- 
able restraint of trade.’ 

The indictments charge viola- 
tion of the Sherman Anti-trust 
Act. sections which forbid re- 
straint of trade and monopoly. 

The indictment says American 
Optical operated about 259 branch 
wholesale laboratories in: 1959 
and designated about 210 addi- 
tional franchised. distributors. 

Bausch & Lomb has about 149 
laboratories and about 221 fran- 
chised distributors.

In -Rochester, Marsters said. 
neither Bausch & Lomb hor their 
attorneys had been notified ‘of 
the charges.

of business, we categorically 
deny having engaged in either 
of such activities;’’ he said.

Locals in East St. 
Louis, Granite City 


at Odds on Wages. 


Building construction projects 
in the East St. Louis and Granite 
City Areas were shut down to- 
day by a strike of Laborers Lo- 
cal Unions 100 of East St. Louis 
and 397 of Granite City. 


Negotiations for a new con- 
tract broke down last night be- 
tween the unions and the South- 
ern Hlinois Builders Association. 
Representatives of both sides 
said the only issue is wages. 

Spokesmen said that the union 
has asked for a 1|5-cents-an-hour 
wage increase this year and a 
similar increase next year in a 
two-year contract. The builders 
have offered 7.5 cents the first 
year and 10 cents 
year. 

Harold Gruenberg, attorney 
for the unions, said’ the locals 
had been led to believe that the 


builders would make a higher 


offer, but decided to strike when 
no such change in position was 
made. 

Pickets appeared at construc- 
tion projects at 8 a.m. One job 


shut down was a $7,250,000 pub- 
lic housing project in East St.. 


Louis. 


Other large projects shut down 
‘include construction at the Krum- 
mick plant of Monsanto. Chem- 
ical Co. and at the Lewin- 
Mathes Corp.; ‘both in Monsanto. 

Local 100 has about 450 mem- 
bers, and. Local 397 has about 
550.. The minimum wage under 
a.contract which expired last 
night~is $3.45 an- hour. Gruen- 
berg said he did not think the 
strike would affect ‘‘any great 
number’ of construction proj- 
ects. be 

The walkout did not affect 
highway projects. A contract be- 
tween builders and the South- 
western Illinois Laborers Dis- 
‘trict Council, bargaining agent 
for highway construction work- 

ers in 12 cownties, also expired 
last night and no agreement on 
a new contggct has been reached.

TOKYO, Aug. 1 (AP)—Japan 
has rejected an American re 
quest for opening Japanese 
ports to United States atomic 
submarines because of Japanese 
fears m radioactivity, Defense 
Director Sensuke Fujieda dis- 
closed today. 

*Fujieda said the proposal was 
made by Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk to Foreign Minister 
Zentaro Kosaka in June when 
Kosaka accompanied Premier 
Hayato Ikeda to Washington. 


Answering an opposition ques- 
tioner at a parliament comnfit- 
tee meeting, Fujieda said Ko- 
saka rejected the proposal be- 
cause of ‘‘the Japanese people's 
sentiment >and Japan’s partic- 
uler position in regard .to nu- 
clear affairs.”’ 

Public sentiment in Japan is 
overwhelmingly against military 
use of nuclear energy. The feel- 
ing is due at least partly to the 
fact that Japan is the only 
‘country to have been the target 
of nuclear weapons.

Holifield hailed Mr. Kennedy's 
steps to build up the importance 
of civil defense and noted that 
there has been ‘‘a great lack of 


deeds” in the past which the 
congressman hoped would be 
reversed. 

McNamara told the subcom- 


mittee that the Administration 
hoped to ‘‘revitalize this long- 
neglected program.’’

Do-Nothing and Big Build-Up 


Pentagon Plan to Call Up 400,000 
Reserves Would Have Provided Only 
Temporary Remedy—Regular Force 
Must Be Strengthened for Long Haul.

It was 
a moderate plan compared to 
the Pentagon recommendations;

large call-up of reserve compo- 
nents; and, most important, it 
will put the United States in a 
position to cope with continuing 
threats to peace around the 
world. 

A repetition of the Eisenhower 
approach was not possible. The 
earlier Berlin crisis took place 
before the U-2 incident and at a 
time when Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev thought he could 
deal with the President. 


Khrushchev was willing to 
wait, although he had on this 


occasion given a six-month dead- | 


line for action. The estimate to- 
day is that Khrushchev is under

Today, the threat of nuclear 
war to defend our rights in Ber- 
lin is not believable. “‘We intend 
to have a wider choice than hu- 
miliation or all-out nuclear ac- 
tion,” the President said in his 
message of July 25.

MOST AMERICANS who believe that Russian insistence on 


controlling Berlin would lead to a fighting war realize that such 


a showdown could trigger World War III. 


If the Russians insist 


on controlling the former German capital—in the indicated opinion 
of a majority of those familiar with the crisis—fighting is likely 


to break out. 

Yet many Americans are pes- 
Simistic about the chances of 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev re- 
vising his position on Berlin in 
the coming months. 

And many of those who fear 
that a fighting war might result 
concede that such a_ conflict 
could spread into all-out war. 
Some take the view that even a 
‘‘limited’’ war over Berlin would 
involve the use of nuclear weap- 
ons. 


This public outlook on the po- 
tential seriousness of the 
crisis emerges as one of the 
major findings of a Gallup Poll 
in depth” survey of Americans’ 
attitudes toward that crisis, com-

That Was the War 

Just a few minutes ago I finished 
reading an article concerning the 
end of the Navy’s lighter-than-air 
arm. It brought vividly to my 
mind the day in 1945, when I landed 
at the Naval Air Base at Bahia, Bra- 
zil; the day after they had attempt- 
ed to show a movie starring the late 
Wallace Beery and lauding the he- 
roes of ‘“‘Lighter-Than-Air.”” The 
movie had never finished this par- 
ticular showing. The men of..the 
detachment had rioted and wrecked 
the theater before this could~ be 
done. 


To civilians, blimps were some- 
times known as ‘‘gas-bags.”’ To 
those unfortunate members of the 
Navy Air Corps who had been 
shanghaied into this branch of the 
service (I.never knew anyone who 
got into lighter-than-air any other 
way) a very un-affectionate four 
letter word was substituted for 
“pas.” 


How true it was, I don’t know, but 
the rumor was current in the Navy 
Air Arm during World War II that 
the blimps’ score in anti-submarine 
warfare was minus one. In con- 
trast to the Navy’s planes, which 
sank many subs, not one blimp ever 
sank a submarine. But one subma- 
rine did shoot down a blimp. 

The only way lighter-than-air will 
ever be missed is by Chief Petty 
Officers in the rest of the Naval 
Air Corps. They will lose an effec- 
tive means of controlling their men. 
A threat of a transfer into a gas-bag 
squadron was always sufficient to 
tame even the wildest member of a 
Navy squadron.

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Moscow’s Manifesto 


Beneath some ideological riddles, the new 
draft program for the Russian Communist 
party is a significant document for the West. 
It will not be enough to dismiss its standard 
denunciations with standard alarm. 

Here is a statement in which the Russian 
Communists charge their Yugoslav colleagues 
with revisionism and their powerful Chinese 
allies with dogmatism—and then proceed to 
revise old dogma into new. 


The document details at length the ‘‘general 
crisis of capitalism’ which Marx and Lenin 
held would inevitably produce wars, yet it 
does not regard a major war as inevitable. 
Instead it speaks of “developing relations with 
all capitalist countries with a view to safe- 
guarding peace.” Even Marx’s concept of the 
“forcible overthrow of all existing social con- 
ditions” is modified. Though Communists 
may have to consider “non-peaceful” paths 
to socialism, the draft says, they “prefer to 
achieve the transition by peaceful means with- 
Out civil war.” 

~ * . 

It might be asked who is revising what, and 
why. The answer to why is stated clearly: 
“The important thing is to ward off a ther- 
monuclear war.” Undoubtedly the document 
echoes Premier Khrushchevy’s blunt appraisal 
of nuclear war which, he has said, would 
claim 200,000,000 victims. The draft pro- 
gram stresses the idea of peaceful coexistence 
again and again. 

This is not the first time that Moscow has 
shifted theory in the face of fact. How, then, 
can the West be sure that the Soviet leader- 
ship is really committed to its theory of peace- 
ful coexistence? It cannot be entirely sure, 
but the evidence of the Soviet commitment 
goes beyond words. The draft document indi- 
cates that Khrushchev is willing to back the 
theory of coexistence against his militant Chi- 
nese allies even at the risk of a major split 
in international Communism. That is why the 
Moscow document is significant. 


To this extent the Russian Communist state- 
ment provides some reassurance for the West. 
There are no other reasons for Western com- 
placency in it, however. The draft does not 
promise to avoid violence or local wars under 
all circumstances. Communist subversion un- 
doubtedly will continue. The document makes 
a strong appeal to underprivileged peoples. 

* = . 

Finally, the whole idea of peaceful coexis- 
tence presupposes, for the Russians, that they 
can defeat freedom by economic competition. 
The statement threatens that Russia will “sur- 
pass the strongest and richest capitalist coun- 
try, the U.S.A.” That is easily threatened but 
not so easily achieved, especially if the United 
States realizes its full potential of growth in 
the years ahead. What happens if the Soviets 
don’t catch up? Do they then revert to more 
militant doctrine? The decision may not lie 
entirely in the party leaders’ hands. The 
Russian people, like people everywhere, do 
not want a nuclear war, and the profundity 
of their feeling may be one source and condi- 
tion of Communist doctrine as fashioned by 
Khrushchev. 


Senator Fulbright says that Congress tends 
to answer Russian challenges mostly by in- 
creasing our military effort, and that this is 
now an inadequate response. He adds, with 
considerable agreement from the State De- 
partment, that the main threat implied in the 
new Moscow manifesto is one of economic and 
non-military competition, 


No nation is as well equipped for such com- 
petition as the United States. No nation can 
better supply the world with practical an- 
swers to such threats. The problem, as Sena- 
tor Fulbright suggests, is to recognize clearly 
the precise nature of Communism’s challenge 
to freedom—so that it may the more effec- 
tively be met. 


Another One for 1963 by. 


Mayor Tucker, whose reappearance at City 
Hall after his operation is a welcome mark 
of his recovery, can take just pride in the 
decision of the Greyhound Corp. to start con- 
struction of a new bus terminal early next 
year. As the Mayor says, here is another ex- 
ample of how public and private investment 
in the city’s future interlock. The bus line 
was willing to put $2,000,000 into the new 
terminal at Broadway and Franklin only if 
assured of active city co-operation to improve 
lighting, the general appearance of the area, 
and suitable traffic regulation.

Britain Takes the Plunge 


The British government has made the great 
decision to join the European Common Mar- 
ket—in effect, if not yet in actual fact. Prime 
Minister Macmillan told the House of Com- 
mons that negotiations are to begin with 
France, Germany, Italy and the Benelux coun- 
tries to join them in free trade and political 
association. .Whatever agreement emerges 
will be submitted to Commons. Approval 
will not be lightly granted for this, after all, 
is a historic step, involving an immediate sac- 
rifice of economic independence and, eventu- 
ally, a diminution of national sovereignty. 

Some members of Macmillan’s own Con- 
servative party regard it as a frightening gam- 
ble. Some Laborites see it as an attempt to 
consolidate conservative forces throughout 
Europe. The other members of the British 
Commonwealth, to greater or lesser degree, 
fear the loss of their preferential treatment in 
the British market. And the six other mem- 
bers of the Outer Seven, formed under Brit- 
ish leadership as a counter-balance to the Six 
of the Common Market, also are concerned. 

.Commonwealth members have been assured 
that their interests will be kept in mind, and 
that they will be kept fully informed. Like 
it or not, they probably will have to go along. 
Their Commonwealth preference may be off- 
set by a compensating relationship with the 


‘ Common Market. 


Much also depends on the Continental gov- 
ernments. Yet despite a certain lukewarm- 
ness on the part of the French, there seems 
to be little danger that they will reject British 
membership... So far, the Six have voluntarily 
extended their tariff cuts to non-members; 
and for a year or more they have been mark- 
ing time on major decisions in anticipation 
of British participation. While maintaining 


a common external tariff, their prime pur- 


pose is the lowering of trade barriers. The 


_Common Market seeks to make over economic 


Europe more or less in the economic image 
of the United States: with labor and trade 
moving across boundaries as freely as men 
and goods move across American state lines. 


Given the community of European and 
American interests, this step can be welcomed 
by the United States as a contribution to in- 
ternational stability. It will raise some com- 


mercial problems, but none unlikely to yield 


to reciprocity. ‘And confronted by a strong, 
new Europe, may not the Russians remember 
that they, too, are Europeans and that their 
best interest also is served by reciprocity? 
Admittedly, a long, long hope, but not an in- 
conceivable bonus for Western solidarity. 


Policy on Satellites 


Although President Kennedy has adopted a 
policy on communication satellites which fa- 
vors private ownership and operation of the 
‘American portion of the system, Congress 
will have to clarify details of how his plan 
would work before giving its consent. Un- 
doubtedly there are advantages in calling 
upon existing operators of communications to 
take over the great task of building.a global 
system of space-carriers for radio, TV and 
telephone signals. But there are also ques- 
tions to be answered. 

One of these questions is the basic one of 
just how and why private capital can do a bet- 
ter job in this field than the Government, as 
Mr. Kennedy’s statement assumes but does 
not document. 


Next, if it be accepted that private owner- 
ship is preferable, Congress must ask how to 
prevent the satellite system from becoming a 
vast engine of private monopoly. Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s statement, laying down in broad terms 
some of the conditions which private enter- 
prise would have to meet, includes assurance 
of “non-discriminatory use of and equitable 
access to the system by present and future 
authorized €ommunications carriers.” It also 
calls for “effective competition” in the acqui- 
sition of equipment used in the system, and 
“full compliance with antitrust legislation.” 


These objectives are a minimum if the com- 
munications satellites are to give highest pri- 
ority, as the President recommends, to “pub- 
lic interest objectives.” But they are quite 
generally phrased, and Congress will have to 
satisfy itself that when spelled out in detail 
the President’s policy guidelines will in fact 
provide full protection for the public interest. 

It is not surprising that misgivings have al- 
ready been expressed in the House, where 
Representative William Fitts Ryan, New York 
Democrat, has called for temporary govern- 
ment operation of the satellites until a full 
study of the problem has been made. 


The Administration is already planning to 
launch an experimental satellite for the Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph Co. In view 
of this firm’s dominant position in interna- 
tional communications that is not strange, 
but A. T. and T.’s competitors, and the public 
at large, have a right to insist that no single 
firm be given exclusive or monopolistic use 
of a communications system which will owe 
so much to vast public investment. 


Lost Jobs in St. Clair County 


What factors influence industry in locating 
new plants in one community rather than 
another? 

The Associated Press asked that question of 
several plant location specialists in various 
parts of the country recently. The answers 
ought to be of more than passing interest to 
the Board of Supervisors in St. Clair county, 
which suffers from more vacant industrial 
acreage than any other similar governmental 
unit in Metropolitan St. Louis. 

All things being equal, what industry wants 
is a good governmental climate—good schools 
and first-class local services. Factors like 
availability of skilled workers, raw materials, 


- water, utilities, closeness to market are im- 


portant. But business also looks at such out- 
side factors as juvenile delinquency rates, 
municipal corruption, voter disinterest, vice 
districts. 

As shown in recent Post-Dispatch reports, 
local government in St. Clair county is sloppy, 
inefficient and shot through with township 
politics of the most greedy type. A coalition 
of Democrats and Republicans has set up a 
one-party machine that has been consuming 
taxes faster than they can be collected. The 
county is $1,000,000 in debt and getting in 
deeper at the rate of $100,000 a year. 

At last count something like 21,700 acres of 
competitively priced industrial land were 
standing idle in St. Clair county. At 10 jobs to 
the acre, this represents enough ground to sup- 
port 210,000 new jobs for the people of St. 
Clair county, as well as for workers in Madi- 
son county in Illinois and others in St. Louis 
and St. Louis county. 

The failure to realize on this potential hurts 
St. Clair county primarily. But since the 
metropolitan area is the sum of its parts, it 
hurts the whole metropolitan area ‘as well. 
Don’t the Supervisors see that? And if they 
do, what do they intend to do about it? 


Postponing a Cure 


There seems little enough to choose be- 
tween the rival bills for the relief of the lead 
and zinc industry which have been introduced 
in Congress. The Administration plan is 
negatively preferable because it does not in- 
volve an increase in tariffs. But both it and 
the measure sponsored by Senators Anderson 
of New Mexico and Aspinall of Colorado call 
for subsidy stopgaps which can do no more 
than postpone the day when something sub- 
stantive must be done about this ailing 
industry. 

Senator Long of Missouri, though generally 
in favor of the Administration plan, is, we 
think, on the right track in holding that ‘our 
best hope” for a lasting solution would appear 
to be further efforts through the United Na- 
tions to work out export and import agree- 
ments “which would bring production and 
demand into better balance.” It would be 
highly desirable, furthermore, if these efforts 
could be taken within the context of the en- 
tire field of distressed metals. 

Stopgap measures such as these with which 
Congress has almost exclusively occupied it- 
self for some years now in lead and zinc leg- 


islation are justifiable if something is done. 


meanwhjle to bring about permanent improve- 
ment. When they only defer coming to grips 
with the roots of the problem itself, the end 
result may be a worsened condition, as the 
record already shows. We should like to see 
the members of Congress from mining States 
put more thought to the basic economic ques- 
tions involved.

We love to follow the fortunes of Los 
Tigres and Los Yanquis as well as those 
of Los Orioles but the names we like 
best belong to teams in which we have 

less interest, viz.,

The Latin Ameri- 
cans have built up 
a baseball jargon 
more fantastic, if 
that is possible, than the language 
your sportswriting colleagues have 
concocted. The mixture of pure Eng- 
lish words, words hispanized in their 
spelling, and good Spanish words and 
phrases distorted out of their normal 
denotations gives the purists here the 
willies; but it is often side-splittingly 
funny. A complete. glossary of these 
terms should becomé the subject of a 
Ph.D. thesis by some budding linguist. 

In the first place, the sports columns 
contain many English words, swal- 
lowed whole, as it were. Examples 
are hit, pitcher, triple, home run, rec- 
ord, among others. Some words are 
just as pure English but, for reasons 
I cannot fathom, have had their spell-

ing changed to make them sound to 
the Spanish reader as they sound to 
us. In this category we find jit (hit), 
beisbol (baseball), jonron (home run) 
and faul (foul). 


We now come to a group of bas- 
tardized words, basically English but 
with a Spanish ending. Thus we en- 
counter pitched (pitching), fildeo (field- 
ing), bateo (batting) and liderato (lead 
or leadership). These constructions 
must make the Spanish grammanans 
cry out in pain whenever they come 
across one. 


Finally we find utilized a great num- 
ber of perfectly good Spanish words, 
but words wrenched violently out of 
their usual connations. We may 
read that “‘Russ Snyder dio un toque,” 
which means literally that he gave a 
touch, but in baseball lingo he laid 
down a bunt. When “Jackie Brandt 
impuso un sencillo’’ he, to be precise, 
imposed a simple, but every fan knows 
he hit a single. Since nudillo means 
knuckle we can understand why Hoyt 


Wilhelm is not only a serpentinero 
(zigzagger or pitcher) but also a nudil- 
lero (knuckler), but for the life of me 
I cannot figure out why a torpedere 
(torpedo-boat or torpedo-thrower) is a 
shortstop. 

It was great to read only today that 
“Milt Pappas dejo en dos jits a los 
Atleticos,’”’ that is, that he left the Ath- 
letics with only two hits, but unfortu- 
nately the brief account didn’t say how 
many he poncho (punched=struck out) 
or how many bases por bolas he gave 
up or whether he threw un wild or not. 
EI flaco Brown brought me up sharply 
a few days ago until the dictionafy set 
me straight; flaco—the thin one. His 
last game must have been a beauty 
when he pinto de blanco (painted white 
-—whitewashed, I forget which) the op- 
posing equipo (team). 

With the foregoing phrases as back- 
ground you should be able to follow 
me in the translation of two of my 
favorite sentences. For instance, “Jim 
Gentile conecto un cuadrangular con 
las almohadas Ilenas’”’ says that Jim 
Gentile connected a quadrangular with 
the pillows full. No trouble about that, 
is there? But by a long shot the favor- 
ite line of my wife and myself is one 
we read several years ago. It ran this 
way: “El venezolano, Chico Carres- 
quel, esta calentando el banco para su 
slump (pronounced sloomp) en bateo,” 
that is, the Venezuelan, Chico Carres- 
quel, is heating the bench for his slump 
in batting. 

‘Su slump en bateo.” There’s a 
phrase which has Cervantes whirling 
rapidly in his grave, I'll bet a som- 
brero! 


Soviet Growth From the Swiss Bank Corporation Survey (Basle) 


Towards the end of 1959, the emi- 
nent Soviet academician, Prof. S. G. 
Strumilin, the doyen of contemporary 
Soviet economists, published in Mos- 
cow an epoch-making book entitled: 
“Essays on the Socialist Economy of 
the U.S.S.R.,” demonstrating beyond 
doubt that, owing to errors of com- 
pilation, official statistics have always 
vastly exaggerated the rate of growth 
of Soviet industrial production. - Fig- 
ures are computed in such a way that 
the increments in value achieved at 
each successive stage of manufacture 
are counted over and over again. 


When, for example, says Strumitin,- 


an automobile is made, the value of 
the finished car only should be counted 
in assessing total industrial produc- 
tion. Whereas actuafly, besides the 
value of the car itself, the value of 


= 


all the component parts of the car and 
the materials used at each stage of 
manufacture—iron ore, steel, rubber, 
leather, glass—are counted separately 
and added to that of the finished car. 
The distortion has incre sed greatly 
during the last few decad:s as the So- 
viet economy has turned to the manu- 
facture of more complicated products 
involving more stages in production. 
Strumilin says that, owing to multi- 
ple counting, statements on the growth 
of industrial production in 1956 were 
3.3 times as high as reality. By a pure 
coincidence, two American authorities 
on the Soviet economy, Prof. Norman 
M. Kaplan and Prof. Richard M. Moor- 
steen, working quite independently of 
Strumilin, came to the conclusion, in 
1958, that the Soviet official statistics 
set production 3.7 times as great as 


Between Book Ends 4 Century of Progress 


A HISTORY OF THE UNITED 
STATES SIGNAL CORPS, by the 
Editors of The Army Times, (Put- 
nam’s, 192 pgs., $5.95.) 

When the American Civil War began 
the science of military signaling—the 
transmission of information over long 
distances—had not advanced far be- 
yond the smoke signals used in war- 


. fare by the Indians of the western 


plains. It was in fact the smoke sig- 
nals and the crude flag signals used 
by the Apaches and other Indians of 
the Southwest where he was stationed 
which first inspired a young Army sur- 
geon to turn his attention to the com- 
munications of instructions and infor- 
mation in war. 

The Army surgeon, Albert J. Meyer, 
developed the first practical alphabet 
which permitted messages to be trans- 
mitted by means of flags, torches and 
lanterns. His system was Officially 
adopted by the Army in 1858. It was 


natural, then, than on the outbreak of 
wat Maj. Meyer should be called upon 
to organize a signal department which 
was to become in time the Signal Corps 
of the United States Army. 

By the end of the war signal flags 
were. in use throughout the Union 
Armies and in the Confederate Armies 
as well. In addition balloons, rockets 
and the newly invented telegraph had 
all been adapted to the needs of mili- 
tary communications. 

After the war the Signal Corps, with 
Meyer, now a major general, as chief, 
was given the task of establishing the 
first weather forecasting service. This 
service eventually became the United 
Statés Weather Bureau. Lt. Adolphus 
W. Greely led an ill-fated expedition 
on polar exploration but survived to 
become one of the best-known chiefs 
of the Corps. Another chief, Gen. 
George O. Squier, then a captain, was 
the first man to send a radio message 


reality. The difference between the 
two estimates is explained by the fact 
that Strumilin based his figure on in- 
dustrial production as a whole, while 
the two American economists left the 
production of Soviet military equip- 
ment out of account 

If Strumilin is right, all the confi- 
dent predictions made by Moscow that 
the industrial production in the Soviet 
Union would overtake that in the 
U.S.A. within very few years are 
illusory. This is now quite apparent 
even to the Soviet authorities. Never- 
theless the publication of Strumilin’s 
book was permitted and is still on sale, 
obviously because the Soviet authori- 
ties wanted the facts known. To base 
economic planning on false statistics 
would be as disastrous as to try to 
build a skyscraper on quicksand.

If you can appreciate the sci- 
ence and skill of toe-plated tal- 
ent, the ability of pitchers to 
pitch away from the power, then 
you had to say though that 
neither side deserved to lose. 
And if Danny Murtaugh hadn’t 
been planing on having Boyer 
hit for Stu Miller in the tenth 
inning, San Francisco's slender 
palefaced righthander and Min- 
nesota’s Cuban Caballero, Cam- 
jlo Pascual, might have dueled 
on the diamond until the sun 


came up over Cape Cod. | 


Mutual Admiration. 

Symbolizing ‘the complete com- 
mand exercised by the pitchers 
. in Fenway Park, where the left- 
field fence leers at them, Miller’s 
change-up and Pascual’s curve 
both conquered and captivated 
the foe. Waiting out the rain de- 
lay, National League hitters ex- 
pressed admiration for the crack- 
ling curve thrown by Pascual 
and American League batters 
acknowledged that they hadn't 
seen anything as embarrassing 
as Miller’s slow-ball. 

“They don’t sweeng at the ball, 
they sweeng at his neck,”’ Cack- 
led Luis Arroyo, a former St. 
Louis teammate of Miller's, now 
Whitey Ford’s caddy as the king- 
pin of the Yankees’ bullpen. 

Arroyo referred to Miller’s mo- 
tion, a deceptive delivery in 
which his head jerks to the side 
as he pitches to the front. Try 
that one on your caliope without 
falling out of the hammock as 
hitters seem to do trying to hit 
the gnat that isn’t there. Stu- 
dious Stu, with 16 relatives from 
nearby Northampton, Mass., 
watching him, struck out five 
men in three innings, including 
the last three he faced. 

Pascual, meanwhile, whiffed 
four in three frames and, Man- 
ager Paul Richards agreed, was 
ready to ‘‘go on and on’’ under 
All-Star rules that permit a pitch- 
er on duty at the end of nine 
innings to pitch as long as his 
heart, -his arm or his boss de- 
sires. 

Bunning on Beam. 

There just wasn’t a poor pitch- 
er on duty all day, though, as a 
31,851 crowd and a national tele- 
vision audience would agree. 
Sidewheeling Jim Bunning, De- 
troit righthander who had 
worked nearly eight innings 
Saturday, came back with just 
one day’s rest to go three spot- 
léss innings. 

The guy is almost a latter-day 
Mel Harder when it comes to 
excellence in the inter - league 
series that now stands at 16-14-1, 
which looks -like the record of a 
boxer who ought to hang up his 
gloves. Bunning was bopped for 
two runs in one inning in 1959 
when the National League began 
a three-game winning streak. 
But he won at St. Louis in 1957 
with three perfect innings and 
went two impeccable rounds at 
San Francisco three weeks ago 
before retiring nine straight men 
yesterday. 

By the time Bunning passed 
the pitching baton. to Don Sch- 
wall, tall rookie Red Sox right- 
hander who has won 11 games 
since late May, the American 
League had its one run.

(AP)—In an effort to promote 
greater hunting success, the state 
conservation department today 
scheduled the 1961 shotgun deer 
hunting season for Dec. 1-3. 

‘We've got to kill more deer 
in Illinois,’’ said assistant con- 
servation director, Lew Martin, 
in explaining the reason for a 
later season. 
| Less foliage and the possibility 
.of snow for tracking purposes 
should be a boon to the hunters, 
Martin said. 

In recent years, the depart- 
ment was required by law to set 
the annual three-day hunting sea- 
son either in late October or 
‘early November. 

But deer have become so plen- 
tiful—they have become a prob- 
lem in some areas — that the 
Legislature amended the law to 
permit a later season. 

The department again this year 


will issue about 15,000 shotgun 
deer hunting permits for 47 
counties.

His cham- 
pionship earned him the tenth 
and last berth of the U.S. Ryder 
Cup team for the matches with 
Great Britain in October. 

“‘What’ll you do with the $11,- 
000,”” he was asked. 

“I'll probably need it to pay 
my soda pop bill of the last two 
days,”’ he said. ‘‘I never felt so 
dehydrated in my life.’’

In the first 10 days of pre- 
season drills for the National 
Football League club, the 
athletes have run all of their 
stuff in the 12-man system of 
Canadian football 

They should be well instructed 
Before taking over the then Chi- 
cago Cardinals in 1958, head 
coach Frank Ivy had won three 
straight Grey Cup champion- 
ships and a Western Division 
title as coach of the Edmonton 
Eskimos 

Still with Oklahoman Ivy is an 
assistant who worked under him 
for three seasons in Canada, 
Ray Prochaska of Nebraska. An- 
other assistant is Ray Willsey 
from California, who was a 
quarterback one year at Ed- 
monton. 

And so, the Big Red should be 
ready for the oddities of the 
three-downs Canadian game, in 
which different rules permit 
considerable movement of of- 
fensive players before the ball 
is snapped. 

Problem of Flexhhility. 

“‘The problem is that the of- 
fense is so flexible in Canadian 
play that the defense has to be 
flexible enough to meet it,”’ said 
Ivy. “They have people in mo- 
tion before the ball is snapped.”’ 

Linemen can move back, 
backs can move up, and when 
the action explodes with the 
snap of the ball, there is a large 
area for offensive maneuvering. 
The Canadian field is 110 yards 
long. Each end zone is 25 yards 
deep, and the width of the field 
is 65 yards. 

In the United States the grid- 
iron is 100 yards long and -160 
feet wide with end zones of 10 
yards. The relative size is indi- 
cated by the respective areas— 
10,400 square yards in Canada, 
and about 6400 in the United 
States. 

A punt into the end zone in 
Canada must be carried out into 
the playing area by the receiv- 
ing side. If it isn’t, the penalty 
is one point—a rouge. 

Toronto, rated one of the best 
teams in Canada this season, 
will have the benefit of three 
pre-season games. The Argos de- 
feated Vancouver’s British Co- 
lumbia Lions, 28-17, and won 
from Calgary by the same score, 
but then dropped a 20-18 game 
to Winnipeg 

Rote Their No. 1 Q.B. 


Tobin Rote, an ll-year star in 
the National Football League, is 
the No. 1 Toronto quarterback. 
The 33-year-old Rote, however, 
injured his right hand trying to 
tackle a player who had inter- 
cepted one of his passes in the 
Winnipeg game. His appearances 
against the Cards is doubtful. 

That makes things even, 
though, for Sam_ Etcheverry, 
with his continuing soreness high 
in his throwing arm near the 
shoulder, also will be limited in 
what he can do in his ‘‘farewell’’ 
in Canada.

Dies; Former 


Irish Coach 


ASHLAND, Kan., Aug. 1 (AP) 
—Jesse Claire Harper, former 
coach and athletic director at 
Notre Dame, died of a heart at- 
tack at his ranch home near here 
yesterday. 

It was during Harper's first 
season at Notre Dame in 1913 
that quarterback Gus Dorias and 
end Knute Rockne made the for- 
ward pass a potent weapon in 
football. 

Born at East Pawpaw, Iil., 
Dec. 10, 1883, Harper attended 
the University of Chicago 1902-06. 
He coached at Alma (Mich.) Col- 
lege 1906-08, at Wabash (Ind.) 
College 1908-13, then went to 
Notre Dame for five years as 
athletic director and coach of 
all sports. 

In 1918 Harper turned the 
coaching job over to Rockne and 
came to southwest Kansas to join 
his father-in-law, the late M. C. 
Campbell, as partner in the 20,-) 
000-acre cattle ranch near here. 

When Rockne was killed in a 
plane crash in 1931, Notre Dame 


| called Harper back as athletic di- | 


rector. Two years later he re- 
signed and returned to the ranch, 
saying he was through with big- 
time sports. 

Campbell died in 1932 and Har- 
per took full charge of the ranch 
until his eldest son, Mell C. 
Harper, became a partner in 
1951. Besides supporting 1300 
head of cattle, the ranch has 
been the scene of a large-scale 
oil development. 

Although Harper suffered a 
heart ailment the last four years, 
he remained moderately active. 

Graveside services will be held 
Thursday morning at Ashland.

Gen. Pate was awarded the 
Legion of Merit for outstanding 
service as deputy chief of staff 
for the Fleet Marine Force in 
the Pacific in World War Il. He 
was cited in particular for his 
performance in the battles of 
Palau, Iwo Jima and Okinawa. 
In all those operations he was 
deputy to Gen. Holland M. Smith. 

In Korea, Gen. Pate received 
the Distinguished Service Medal 
when commanding the First Ma- 
rine Division 

Gen. Pate was commandant of 
corps in 1956 when the 
drowning of six young recruits 
at Parris Island, S.C., off 
widespread criticism of Marine 
training processes. The six were 
lost when a platoon on a disci- 
plinary night hike marched into 
a creek. 

He supervised a shake-up of 
the Training system which, 
among other things, reduced 
the powers of the non commis- 
sioned officers who supervise 
instruction and provided a closer 
check on them. 

Gen. Pate served in various 
positions on returning to the 
United States after World War 
Il. Among these was assignment 
to the office of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, where he was deputy 
director of the staff handling 
supply plans. 

In September 1952, he took 
command of the Second Marine 
Division at Camp Lejeune, N.¢ 
then moved to Korea to com- 
mand the First Division until 
1954. 


In that year, he was appointed 
assistant commandant of the Ma- 
rine Corps and chief of staff 

He is survived by his wife, the 
former Mary Elizabeth Bunting. 
He had maintained his official 
residence at Beaufort, S.C.

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SOCIAL SECURITY RISE 
BENEFITS 44 200 HERE 


About 44,200 St. Louis area 
Sesidents will benefit from the 
mew social security law which 
goes into effect today, T. L. 
C,aukel, manager of the Social 
Security office, said today. 

The law, signed by President 
John F. Kennedy last June 30, 
provides for an increase in the 
minimum benefit to $40 a month; 
an increase in widow's benefits 
by 10 per cent; a reduction in 
work credits needed to qualify 
for social security payments, 
and making old-age benefits 
available to men 62 years old. 

More than 4,000,000 persons 
will be benefited by the new 
law throughout the nation, Gau- 
kel said. 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee reported that the new 
law would alleviate many hard- 
ships faced by 62-year-old men 
who find it impossible to con- 
tinue work until they are 65. The 
committee said about 560,000 per- 
sons would receive benefits 
under this change during the 
mext year. 

In addition, the committee esti- 
mated that about 1,500,000 widows 
would get increased minimum 
benefits under the new law. Per- 
sons eligible for the increases 
will receive them automatically 
in their September checks, Gau- 
ke! said. 

About 160,000 persons who are 
not now eligible for benefits will 
be made eligible in the next 12 
months under the new lower 
work-credit requirement. 


Gaukel urged all persons who 
have applied for benefits but do 
not receive them because they 
or their husbands did not have 
enough work-credit, to apply 
again at their Social Security 
office :

On Our Highways 


OCCASIONALLY A DRIVER distinguishes himself by 
Gising above statistics, by getting into a mess nobody has 
driven into before. He sits at the wheel of an automobile, 
alone against the hostile world of traffic, and by untutored 


eee genius manages to do 
-- something that is not cov- 
ered by the insurance 


companies’ tables of likely 
human errors. 

The most distinguished 
driver this summer is a 

riton. He surprised the 
Queen's Household Cav- 
alry from the rear and 
routed the troop with a 
midget car. The cavalry 
is obsolete but by Bedford 
Forrest nobody realized it 
was that obsolete until 
the plucky Briton came 
wheeling around a corner 
and saw a string of horse- 
men cluttering the road 
ahead. 

He made a smart flank- 
ing movement and, as he 
drew abreast of the lead 
in the column of cavalry,

something, maybe the large opposing force of a truck, forced 


him to pull in. Takeover, the military men call it. 

His maneuvers complicated quickly then because 
ahead of the crowd of cavalry was a crowd of pedes- 
trians in marching order, playing band instruments. 
They had been turned out of their barracks as a work- 
ing military band but to a London driver they were 
only pedestrians. The Briton did the decent thing and 
took to the curb, scattering horses as he went, while 
the band played on. 


The Briton was fined $28, a cheap price for routing the 
Queen's Own Cavalry. The judge said he was “driving with- 


out reasonable thought.’’ That is the charm of British traffic 
cases. The judges have majestic phrases, they rise to the 
occasion. A justice of the peace in this country would have 


said Reckless Driving, or Crueity to Bands, or Hunting Cavalry 


Out of Season 
I do not believe the Briton was guilty of any of those 
things, and I do not believe he was driving without thought. 


He did not happen to be thinking the way the cavalry was, 
and his thoughts were not tuned to the band, either, but he 
logical fashion as a driver. I would recognize 
n the Express Highway any time. 

I suspect he was compiling statistics as he drove, torturing 
himself with the daily pile-up of new difficulties on the road. 

He probably said to himself, ‘‘Look there, old chap. 
Horses on the road. I must drive alongside and count the 
horses and compare them to statistics of 50 years ago to 
determine if the horse traffic is decreasing, as previously 
reported, or is taking a sneaky up-swing. 

“IT say, this is extraordinary,” he said as he swung in 
quickly and found himself amid the band, ‘‘Pedestrians, blow- 
ing their horns.” 


I know what the Briton was doing becausé I do it myself 
twice a day on U.S. Highway 40. I enter the highway at the 
Ballas road cloverleaf, where it is called the Daniel Boone 
Highway, and follow it to its unholy alliance with the Un- 
expressable Highway at the Clayton road access. 


Along the way I collect statistics, such as 17 access 
lanes in the 10.2 miles from Ballas to Kingshighway, 
17 points to flood the road with fresh competition on an 
average of every 3100 feet. That is the treachery of 
statistics. There is no such thing as a reliable, 
rhythmic average in the distance between the access 
points, 


The access points vary, from a mile apart to .2 of a mile 
apart. The game stays fresh that way, with a constant 
change of pace, and is as exciting as charging the Queen’s 
Own Cavalry but the competition does not look as personable.

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He Got His Start as Actor in the Army 


JIM HUTTON

JIM HUTTON, a 6-foot-3 for- 
mer private in Uncle Sam’s 
Army, is coming up fast on the 
film front. 

In a little more than two years, 
Jim has made four pictures and 
will soon begin work on a fifth. 

“I’m doing better in the movies 
than I did in the Army,” he said 
with a grin. “In the Army I 
was in hot water so often and 
lost my Pfc. stripe so many 
times that I tried to invent a 
zipper for the thing so I wouldn’t 
always have to be ripping it off 
and sewing it back on.” 

In St. Louis, one stop on a 
promotion tour for his movie, 
“Honeymoon Machine,’’ which 
will open at Loew's State The- 
ater Aug. 10, Jim became an 
honorary member of the Tip 
Toppers, a local club composed 
of young men and women who 
stand near the six-foot mark. He 
received a certificate of appre- 
ciation from the United States 
Navy Recruiting Service for 
helping recruiting with his latest 
picture, which involves a hoax 
on the Navy. 

“T think I’lf send this certifi- 
cate to my old Army C.O.,” 
Hutton said. “I'd just like him 
to know that one branch of the 
service appreciates something I 
did.”’ 

If the Army never really ap- 
preciated on-and-off Pfc. Hutton 
there’s no hard feelings. He ap- 
preciated the Army. He gives it 
full credit for the fact that he 
is now making a nice living in 
films. For it wasg’t until Jim 
landed in the Army that he ever 
give any thought to making a 
career of acting. During his 
school years his interest ran to 
writing. In fact, the excellent 
job he did of editing his high 
school paper won him a scholar- 
ship. 

However, by the time he en- 
tered college his interests had 
shifted to psychology, and later 
he became interested in law. 
While at Niagara (N.Y.) Uni- 
versity he won the state oratory 
contest two years running. He 
dabbbled if summer stock at 
Ivoryton, Conn., for a couple of 
summers and then enlisted in 
the Army in December 1955. 


“I was assigned to Special 
Services and wound up in Ber- 
lin,” he related. “I was amazed 
to find that there was ‘no theater 
setup for Americans there and 
I immediately started work on 
an idea. I+ explained my idea 
for an English-speaking theater 
to my C.O. and after hours of 
talking, cajoling, begging, ra- 
tioning and railing, I pried him 
loose from $50 for a start.’ 

Jim realized that $50 wouldn’t 
even put on a good puppet show 
but he knew he had to produce 
or again lose his Pfc. stripe. 


“Also I knew that if I blew 
this I’d be cleaning garbage 
cans for the rest of my tour of 
duty,”” he said grimly. 

Hutton started organizing and 
soon was ready to present ‘‘Har- 
vey” in a service club. The play 
ran three nights, the $50 was 
recouped and Jim hatched an 
even more ambitious idea. Be- 
fore long he and fellow soldiers 
in fatigues moved into an old 
German theater, renovated and 
reopened it under the name of 
American Community Theater 
of Berlin. 

The venture prospered for two 
years. Open to service person- 
nel in the American, French 
and English sectors, the theater 
also welcomed Germans and 
soon even East Germans from 
the Communist controlled zone 
were sneaking over for a peek 
at such American theatrical pro- 
ductions as “Harvey,” ‘‘Caine 
Mutiny,” ‘Hasty Heart” and 


“Oh, Men! 


Oh, Women!” Hut- 
ton not only directed the produc- 


tions, all of which had long 
runs, but also acted in the plays. 

While he was appearing in 
“Caine Mutiny,” he was spotted 
by director Douglas Sirk, who of- 
fered him a part in the film “A 
Time to Love and a Time to 
Die,” then being filmed in 
Nurenberg. Jim got leave and 
reported for the picture. 

While in the Army he also did 
seven half-hour ‘‘Citizen Soldier” 
television episodes filmed in 
Nuremberg and Munich and while 
still in Berlin had a part in the 
picture ‘“‘Ten Seconds to Hell,”’ 
starring Jack Palance and Jeff 
Chandler. 


“My work with the Amer- 
ican Community Theater of 
Berlin was the most wonder- 
ful experience I could have 
had,” he said. “I loved that 
theater. We felt big. I guess 
we even got a little pretent- 
ious. We sent out engraved 
invitations for opening nights. 
I think we were pretty good, 
too. The German newspapers 
sent their drama critics to re- 
view our productions. And 
best of all I never did have 
to pull any guard duty.” 


After three years in the Army, 
Jim returned to the States. His 
discharge came through in [e- 
cember 1958 and his first move 
as a civilian was to marry a girl 
he met in Berlin, Maryline 
Poole, a lighting director for a 
New York off-Broadway theater, 
had been visiting abroad when 
she was introduced to soldier 
Hutton. They fell in love on the 
spot but decided to wait and be 
married in the United States. 

Married in New York’s City 
Hall, they flew off to Hollywood 
to look up persons suggested to 
Hutton by director Sirk. In just 
two months Jim was signed to a 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer contract. 

“They signed me but they 
didn’t know what to do with 
me,’’ Hutton said. “I spent my 
time between studio drama 
classes and the commissary. I 
was ready to ask to be relieved 
of my contract when prodiicer 
Joe Pasternak saw me in the 
commissionary one day. He had 
had people out scouring the town 


for a guy who was good and tall | 
to play TV Thompson in ‘Where | 
the Boys Are.’ And there I was | 


under contract all the time.’ 
From: then on the going was 
easy. After the highly success- 


ful “‘Where the Boys Are” Jim | 


went into “The Honeymoon Ma- 
chine” with Steve McQueen, 
Brigid Bazlen and Paula Pren- 
tiss. The plot of the picture deals 
with their attempt to use a Gov- 
ernment-owned electronic brain 
in an effort to break the bank 
at a casino in Venice,

diamond trick. Since this cannot 
happen if the diamonds are 
divided 3-2, all of declarer’s 
thoughts are concentrated upon 
protecting against a 4-1 division 
of the suit. 

The first step South takes to 
guard against this possibility is 
to win the diamond in dummy 
with the ace. This leaves him 
in a position to finesse later 
against the 10-x-x which might 
remain in either defender’s hand 
if the suit is divided 4-1. 

South then draws three rounds 
of trumps, ending in dummy, and 
leads a low club. He hopes East 
has the ace, because if that is 
the case, he cannot lose the 
contract. 


When East plays low, South 
wins with the king, thus mark- 
ing East with the ace. Declarer 
now cashes the king and ace 
of hearts and then plays two 
more rounds of trumps. 

South now leads the king of 
diamonds. This play guards 
against either defender’s having 
started with four diamonds. 
Thus, if East shows out on the 
king, South bas a proven finesse 
agamst West. 

But when, as in the actual 
case, West shows out, the dia- 
monds are still under complete 
control. Declarer simply leads a 
club and East is forced to win 
it and lead a diamond whether 
he likes it or not.

Mrs. Kennedy Redecorating White House 


Game of Marriage With Help of Experts She Plans to Make It Historic in Fact as Well as Name; Antiques Being Acquired

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1. 

LIKE ANY OTHER WOMAN, 
Mrs. John F. Kennedy, formerly 
of Georgetown, wanted to do a 
bit of redecorating when she and 
her husband moved into their 
new home at 1600 Pennsylvania 
avenue last Jan. 20. 

This redecorating, however, is 
in a class by itself. For one 
thing, the White House has 132 
rooms, not counting the wings on 
the east and west sides. It is 
Nationa] Park Number One. It is 
a beloved historic site, a mecca 
for generations of tourists. It 
is chock full of traditions, leg- 
ends and non-authentic furniture, 


The traditions and legends, 
particularly the one about the 
ghost of Abraham Lincoln, which 
sorrows through the corridors in 
the watches of the night, are 
hardy and resist all change. And 
who would want to exorcise that 
gentile spirit? 

But the furnishings and decor 
are another matter. Each First 
Lady has had her say, often 
more than once and sometimes 
with the approval of her hus- 
band, the chosen of the elec- 
torate. 

The’ White House has been 
built (by Irish architect James 
Hoban in 1800): burned (by the 
British in 1814), rebuilt, redecor- 
ated, added to (two wings and a 
balcony), refurnished, completed- 
ly renovated (by President Harry 
S. Truman in 1948-52) and re- 
painted and rearranged not once 
but many times. 


A ceftain lack of uniformity 
has resulted. Over the years, 
periods have been mixed and 
overlapped. The big old mansion 
has been furnished in the neo- 
classic style of the early Nine- 
teenth century, then in stolid 
Victorian and, finally, in an inde- 
finable not-quite-modern,  not- 
quite-classic. 

Although the last general reno- 
vation, completed in 1952, left the 
public rooms presentable and at- 
tractive, the furnishings for the 
most part are reproductions, not 
Originals, and have no particular 
historic value. This is what the 
new First Lady hopes to correct. 


After a long look at the main 
rooms and the over-all decor, 
Jacqueline Kennedy concluded 
that there was no over-all 
decor and that there should be. 
Now she has embarked on the 
most ambitious change-over in 
White House history. The 31- 
year-old First Lady: noted for 
her taste and sensitivity, has 
decided that the interior of the 
mansion should be historic in 
fact as well as name. 


She reasons that the Whife 
House is probably th: most im- 
portant historic building in the 
United States. Hoban gave it an 
exterior that is a fine example 
of late Ejighteenth-early Nine- 
teenth century American neo- 
classic design. Yet the interior, 
Mrs. Kennedy feels, does not live 
up to the promise, of the gleam- 
ing pillars, broad porticos and 
sweeping lawns. 

With the example of other na- 
tions in mind, she hopes to 
make the residence of the Chief 
ce an authentic historic 

te in which the American peo- 
wn can take great pride. Mrs. 
Kennedy looks forward to the 
day when, as she put it recently: 

“This much loved house wil 
be as great a repository of his- 
torical and beautiful objects as 
any other official residence in 
the world.” 

Her intention is to restore the 
main rooms of the White House 
to an authentic early Nineteenth 
century style. This will be the 
prevailing motif, but treasures 
of American history represent- 
ing all periods and all presidents 
will be on display. 

To assist her in the massive 
redecoration, the new First Lady 
has appointed a Fine Arts Com- 
mittee for the White House, un- 
der the chairmanship of one of 
the nation’s most passionate 
antiquarians, Henry Francis du 
Pont. 

The committee, of which Mrs. 
Kennedy is honorary chairman, 
is working under the ultimate 
authority of the Fine Arts Com- 
mission, a permanent group 
which has the fina! legal say-so 
over all major changes in the 
public rooms of the Executive 
Mansion. 

Du Pont, whose family is in 
chemicals and several other 
lines, ts a leading authority on 
American craftsmanship. The 
Winterthur Museum in Wilming- 
ton, Del., houses his fabulous 
collection of the furnishings and

decorative arts of two centuries 
—the legacy of this shy, retiring 
man to the American people 

At Winterthur, once du Pont’s 
home (when he endowed it as 8 
museum he built a smaller 30- 
room “‘cottage’’ across the drive- 
way), Visitors can see room 
after room in which the past is 
perfectly preserved. The history 
of American craftsmanship from 
1640 to 1840 is traced in magnifi- 
cent Hepplewhite and Sheraton 
furniture, priceless fabrics and 
tapestries and hundreds of period 
pieces. 

At 81, du Pont has thrown 
himself into the task with enthu- 
siasm. To serve with him, Mrs. 
Kennedy has brought together 12 
of the country’s leading art ex- 
perts, collectors and _ interior 
decorators, They are spearhead- 
ing.a nationwide search for au- 
thentic Americana. 


The drive already has pro- 
duced some impressive finds, 
including a Lincoln armchair, 
a pier table which belonged to 
President James Monroe, the 
portable medicine chest used 
by President James Madison, 
several fine paintings, some 
antique White House silver- 
ware and other rare pieces. 


As the period pieces are l- 
cated, authenticated and ac- 
cepted by the committee and the 
Fine Arts Commission, they will 
be restored and placed where 
they can be displayed to best 
advantage from the standpoint 
of making the White House a 
truly historic residence. 

The First Lady also has 
named an advisory committee 
composed of directors and cura- 
tors of some of the leading 
museums and art galleries in 
the United States, including 
Charles Nagel, director of the 
St. Louis City Art Museum. It 
is hoped that this group will 
help stimulate local interest in 
finding authentic period pieces 
for the White House. 

In her effort to restore the 
mansion’s interior to a pre- 
vailing early Nineteenth century 
decor, Mrs. Kennedy is trying 
to recreate the White House’s 
appearance when it was rebuilt 
after the British burning. It will 
be a big job. Not every room 
will be redone. Probably 30 to 
35 rooms ultimately will be af- 
fected. 

On the ground floor of the 
four-story mansion, in a long, 
rather dreary hall now given 
over to formal full-length por- 
traits of various presidents and 
first ladies, she hopes to install 
representative period pieces, 
with displays of American his- 
tory on the walls. 

Also on the ground floor are 


the China Room, where various 


sets of presidential chinaware 
already are on display; the li- 
brary; the diplomatic reception 
room, already redecorated in 
early Nineteenth century style, 
and the old map room, now 
serving as an office for the 
newly-appointed White House 
curator, Mrs. John N. Pearce, 
and the secretary of the Fine 
Arts Committee, Miss Janet G. 
Felton. 

The diplomatic reception 
room, oval in shape, illustrates 
what Mrs. Kennedy hopes to do 
in the other formal rooms. It 
was redecorated last year by 
the National Society of Interior 
Designers as a period room. 

Along one wall are small Hep- 
plewhite sofas and a group of 
classic armchairs upholstered in 
yellow. Across the room, by a 


chairs, also in yellow. Six paint- 
ings of first ladies adorn the 
walls. 

The large rug, beige, blue and 
yellow, is not an antique but is 
in authentic early Nineteenth 
century style, with the symbols 
of the states woven in. The 
room gives an over-all impres- 
sion of bright, airy attractive- 
ness and classic simplicity—the 
traits Mrs. Kennedy hopes to 
achieve for the mansion as @ 
whole. 


Above the ground floor, fol- 
lowing the White House designa- 
tion, is the first floor, with its 
famous large formal rooms—the 
State Dining Room, the adjacent 
private dining room, the Red 
Room, the Green. Room, the 
Blue Room, the East Room and 
the entrance hall. 


With the exception of the pri- 
vate dining room, these are the 
rooms which are seen by the 
thousands of tourists who go 
through the White House each 
year, and it is here that the re- 
decorating efforts will be concen- 
trated initially. It is expected 
that the Red and Green Rooms 
will be completed first. 


On the second floor are the 
President's private living quar- 
ters. They, too, will be redec- 
orated in early Nineteenth cen- 
tury. The second floor rooms 
are arranged around a long 
hall with a sitting room at each 
end, The Kennedys are using 
the sitting room at the west 
end as their family living room. 


Nearby is the famous second 
floor Oval Room, which served 
as the presidential office and 
study before the West Wing was 
added. The Oval Room now is 
being used as a sitting room, but 
Mrs. Kennedy hopes to make it 
into a salon or drawing room, 
with Louis XVI furniture, for in- 
formal get-togethers with visitors, 
distinguished or otherwise, in at- 
tractive, pleasant surroundings. 

Also on the second floor are the 
hallowed Lincoln bedroom, the 
Queen's bedroom (so named be- 
cause Britain's Queen Mother 
Elizabeth, then Queen, slept 
there), and the Monroe Room. 
There are five other bedrooms, 
used by the family, on the sec- 
ond floor. 

The Kennedy’s have trans- 
formed two other second-floor 
bedrooms into a family dining 
room and an adjoining kitchen, 
for greater convenience. This 
gives three dining rooms alto- 
gether. The private dining room 
on the. first floor, next to the 
State Dining Room, is not being 
used much these days. 

Until the Kennedys moved in, 
there was no dining room or 
kitchen in the family living 
quarters, and everyone trooped 
downstairs to eat. 
now is confusing to describe, 
since the private dining room on 
the first floor probably will be 
added to the public tours, but

Although the redecoration 
still is in the early stages, 
there have been some signifi- 
cant acquisitions.

In its first report to the nation, 


on July 4, the committee an- 
nounced that it had acquired, 
as gifts, loans, bequests or by 
discovery in the White House 
itself, furniture and other items 
belonging to George Washing- 
ton, Lincoln, James and Dolly 


Madison. Monroe, President Mar- 
tin Van Buren, Nellie Custis and 
Daniel Webster. 

Some non-American furnish- 
ings also have been acquired, 
but in each case they have some 
connection with American history 
or are similar to furnishings 
used by presidents in the White 
House in the past. 

The first major acquisition was 
a pencil and sepia drawing by 
the French artist, Jean Honore 
Fragonard. Entitled ‘‘The Apo- 
theosis of Franklin,’”’ it is an al- 
legorical representation of Ben- 
jamin Franklin seated on clouds, 
crowned wiéh laurel and clad in 
classic drapery. 

The drawing, which measures 


14 by 18 inches, is valued at 
$30,000 and was the gift of 
Georges Wildenstein of New 


York and Paris, a well-known 
art historian and dealer. Mrs. 
Kennedy has placed it on the 
west wall of the Blue Room. 

In searching through the 
White House basement and stor- 
age rooms, Mrs. Kennedy discov- 
ered an historically important 
piece of furniture—a gilt and 
marble pier table made in 1817 
by a renowned Parisian cabinet 
maker, Pierre-Antoine Bellange. 
This was part of a set ordered 
for the Blue Room by President 
Monroe. 

After a century in storage, it 
has been restored free of charge 
by a New York and Paris dec- 
orating firm, Jansen, Inc.,

Tranquilizer Drugs 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: Why, if tranquilizers are good to 
quiet jittery nerves, and don’t contain narcotics, and aren't 
habit-forming, must one have a prescription from a doctor 
before they can be purchased? MRS. L.D.E. 


The question of 
whether a drug re- 
quires a prescription 
is up to the federal au- 
thorities who insist on 
prescriptions as a mat- 
ter of public safety. 

They have good rea- 
sons as to why they 
demand prescriptions 
for tranquilizers. 

First of all, you for- 
got to mention what 
we call side effects. 
These are any unde- 
sired consequences of 
the use of a drug—and with today’s powerful medica- 
tions, it isn’t easy to find any that don’t have such side 
effects at least some of the time. 

A drug, by its very nature, has a definite impact 
on the body. Many drugs, indeed most, are sub- 
stances that are helpful in small quantities but harm- 
ful if used excessively.

Side effects may range from minor to extremely grave. 
There may be itching, nervousness, stomach upsets, fatigue, 


sniffles, disturbances of vision, dryness of mouth and nose, 


or hives, and we could go on for quite a while. Most of 
these, of course, aren't too disastrous, although in certain 
circumstances some of them can be. 

Some drugs, other than in tiny quantities, are poisons. 
Some, like the useful penicillin, can cause dangerous allergies 
in certain people. Some occasionally cause blood disturbances. 
Some can alter the normal body chemistry, causing lack of 
necessary chemicals, or an oversupply of others. Some drugs 
tend to cause bleeding. Some make water accumulate in the 
body. Some dry out the body. Need I go on? Even aspirin, 
used to massive excess, has caused a great many deaths, 
mostly among little children. 
not to require a prescription. 


A prescription is a protection in several ways. 
First, there are specific instructions as to how much 
to take, and how often. Second, the patient has a 
doctor to notify in case any trouble starts to develop. 
Third, an uninformed patient can’t just go buy a vial 
of some medicine, and keep buying it in large quan- 
tities, without prescription records showing it. 


The tranquilizers have achieved such fame because they 
have relatively few side effects. However, tranquilizers mixed 
with alcoholic drinks can cause plenty of trouble. And even 
alone, they may, in some cases, disturb a person’s driving 
ability enough to be dangerous.
